Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8, filed July 4, 2009, with respect to claims 
1-1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-1 1 has 
been withdrawn. 

The rejections under 35 USC 112 have been overcome by the amendments to 

the claims. 

The rejections under 35 USC 102 have been overcome by the perfection of 
foreign priority with the submission of a certified translation of the foreign priority 
document. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 6-8, and 12-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Pandit et al. 
{Journal of the Less-Common Metals 64, p. 163-166, 1979) is considered the closest 
prior art. Pandit teaches a bimetallic oxygen-bridged compound of the form 
[(L2M^R^)(Cp2M^R^)](|j-0), in which and are both Ti, L is a bidentate ligand, is 
OPr, and R^ is CI. Pandit does not teach that a single ligand L may be used instead of 
two, and no method is disclosed by which such a compound may be formed. In 
addition, Pandit does not teach that R^ may be anything other than an isopropoxide 
group. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
